The Old Pesnsyivania Cannl Is te be Per.
manently Abandencd.
FEFECIAL TELEGRAM TO THE DIRPATON.)
HusTiSGDON, September 15.—The old
Ponnsylvania eanal, which for years was
the channel of commerce and truvel from
,one end of this State to the other, is about

to be permanently nbandoned. For
seversl years past  the  operation
of the canal has been  attended

with regular losses, and now, inasmuch as
it is owned by the Peunnsylvania Railroad,
which carries all the tonnage tormerly trans

ported on the canal, the determina-
tion bas been remched to allow the
canal property to go to ruin, and

nothing, it scems, can- be done to save
it. From 1830, the year in which the cadal
was first put in operation, until 1850, when
the Pennsylvania Railroad completed its
line from Phiiadeiphia to Pitisburg, the
canal was the only means of transportation
for passengzers and freight across tke country.
From 1850 until now the cagal was 1
maintained tbroughout a portion of its
route for the transportation of coal, stone
and lnumber. From this town westward to
Petersburg  the capnl  was  totally
destroyed by the floods of last
June, and the channel @& now
a ruinons mass of debris and rocks, The

The Teemer
party claimed that these roles had been vio-
Iated, and urged that Gandaur's arrival first at
tho winning end was the resuit of a violation
of the rules under which the race was being
rowed. This clalm or objection narrowed the
matter down, pot to a guestion of merit. bat to
& question of whether or not Teemer had been
interfered with or that Gaudaur had received
an undue advantage in any way, Teemer Sat.
imlay afternoon claimed that Hamm, Gau-
danr's trainer, bad interfered with him; in
fact, hand broken his boat; and he further
claimed that Hamm was on the course for the

urpose of coaching Gaudaur. Ina word, the
gnt objection was overruled at once, because,
as referee, 1 absolutely falled to ses at an
time where Hamm's interfered wit
Teemer's, The second objection, however, was
stronger, and had sufficlent force to warrant
the decislon made, After the race I asked
Hamm pointedly at McKeesport what he was
doing on the course. Here's what he said: “I
was thers to protect Gandour and keep him
from striking any suags” This admission,
which was heard by everybody in the room,
meant that he was absolutely violating a rule
and one of the most prominent. Here is the
rule. It isrule 10 of the code under which the
rice was rowed: **No boat shall be allowed to
accompany A competitar for the pu
directing hils course or affording him wother
assistance.

4 MURDER WILL OUT.

The Horrible Gnnsplrﬁcy.to Take a
Woman’s Life in Order to

GET OUT OF PAYING HER WAGES.

The Alleged Assassin Arrested at the Grave
i of His Vietim.

HE I8 STILL CO0L AND CONFIDENT,

And in Conversation With Her Fatber, Stromgly
Denied the Crime.

Chaukley Le Coney, living near Camden,
N, J., is charged with murdering his niece
in order to avoid paying money due her.
An effort was made to fasten the crime on
other parties. The acoused was arrested at
Waverley, O., while atlending his alleged
victim’s funeral,

PHILADELPHIA, September 15.—Btart-
ling developments were made yesterdsy in
the case of the murder of Annie LeConey,
who was fonnd in her uncle's dining room
at Merchantville, last week. To Clerk Ed-
ward Burroughs is due the eredit of first
discovering the elew which the detectives
have followed until it led them to arrest
Chankley LeConey, with whom the mur-
dered girl lived as honsekeeper.

Garrett W. Murray, the 19-vear-old col-
ored laborer who was in the field with
Chaukley LeConey, was arrested Friday
pight. It was charged that Murray re-
ceived part of the money taken from the
dead girl's chest by her unele, to conceal the
bloody clothing, which have been found,

PERSISTENT QUESTIONS,

Burroughs was foreman of the Coroner's
jury and irritafed Chaukley Le Coney by in-
sisting on learning the money relations ex-
isting between the dead unele, Richard Le-
Coney, and Annie LeConey. Hisquestions
revealed the fact that some thousands of
dollars were due from the estate to the mur-
dered girl for wages as housekeeper,

Chaukley Le Coney grew pale as Ed-
ward Burroughs his questions, and
stopping out of the room, he called Samuel
Buntoughs to him, aud, in evident anger,

said:

“What does Ed mean by these insulting
questions?"’

Burroughs looked him in the face and
said solemuly, "Cbankle;. you are suspected

of murdering your niece.”

Chaukley lett Burroughs and dropped the
question. It was Frosecutor Jenkins' idea
uot to state publicly any suspicion of
Chaukley Le Coney's guilt, but all the time
he was kept nmiar striet surveillance,

Chaukley wanted to mecompany the body
of his murdered niece to her father's
home near Chillicothe, 0., and for that rea-
son his arrest was vesterday ordered.

IMPORTANT STATEMENTS,

Murray has made many important state-
ments.  Yesterday, Mr. Jenkins turned
Murray over to Deteotive Warner, who took
him to John Cherry's, near by, for dinner,
Clierry bad already started the theory that
the poor girl was killed because she claimed
a large sum us wages.
